admonition, &c. it he hath the extraor- 
dinary gift of Prophecy ( for I ſhall 
prove Prophecy iignifies an extraordina- 


| ry gift ) let bim Prophecy. It he be called 


to be a Paſtour and Teacher, lethim atrend 
diligently on that : if a Deacon, let him 
follow that work faithfully : if a Ruling 
Elder, ler him be diligent and upright in 
Ruling. Weigh the expreſſions well, with 
what I have ſaid, and tell me whether 
this be not the very dire& ſcope of theſe 
two Scriptures now under examination : 
and if ſo, then alas what make they tor 
his purpoſe ? ſurenothing at all. 

A ſmall matter you fee, will lead men 
that way which the itream of their ſpici- 
tual pride carries thery,or elſe theſe Scri- 
ptures would nor be taken for a ſuffici- 
ent ground for private Chriftians to un- 
dertake the publique work of a Miniſter. 
_ He ſometimes comes in with that in 
Pſal, 145.10, 11. All thy works ſhall praiſe

As though this hath 
any relation to publique Preaching, and 
not rather to thoſe Chriſtian duties of 
Prayer, Praiſe, and Diſcourſe, in which 
the Saints ſhall acknowledge God and 
the great things which he ha's done for 
them. 

 Thereis but oneScripture more, and 
that is the conſtanc place of refuge which

proves gifted Brethrens liberty to Preach 
in a Church conſtituted : This I ſhall 
clear in a Diſcourſe by it ſelfe, concern- 
ing Prophecy, in the next place.

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That the gift of Prophecy which we 
read of in firſt times of the Goſpel 


Church , was extraordinary, and 
not as the P. G. Routed, ſazes, 
proper to all the Saints. 


Reſolved to handle this by it felfe, 

and that ſomewhat largely, becauſe 
there is no one thing he doth ſo much in- 
fiſt upon, as this, that Prophecying is an 
ordinary gift, and ( as he ſayes) proper 
to all the Saints 3 and therefore, according 
to Paul, 1 Cor. 14. 31. Chriſtians may 
all Propheſie, one by one. This then is ne- 
ceffary to be cleared, that the gift of Pro- 
phecy was extraordinary, and ſo ending 
with the Apoſtolicall times, when the 
Scriptures were perfefted : which if I can 
doe, there will remaine nothing unan- 
ſwered of all he hath wricten for Preach- 
ing without Ordination, or an externall 
call co the Miniſteriall office. 

You may read, page 79. how that he 
brings in his Adverfary obje&ing, that 
the Prophets ſpoken ot in 1 Cor. 14. were 
extraordinary, and you may obferve it, 
he takes no notice of his Reaſons, but 
anſwers, I ſay they were not Pn, 

ut 
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but ordinary. A good anſwer, Ipſe dixit, 
Collier ſayes it. This puts mein mind of 
a ſtory I have heard of a Polemicall Do. 
Rour that uſed in his Sermons to beat 
much upon Controverſies, & once hand. 
ling adifference between us and the Pa- 
piſts, he cites Bellarmine, and ſayes, Bel- 
larmine ſays ſo, bur I ſay, Bellarmine thou 
lieft, and where is henow ? So this man, 
Mr Hall fayes they were extraordinary, 
but I ſay, no, where is he now ? If his 
teſtimony be infallible , then you may 
take it for a truth, which he ſo confident» 
ly affirmes, but if we may beleeve Scrip- 
ture before him, I ſhall diſcover it to be 
falſe: and thar, firft anſwering his Ar- 
guments, and then laying downe mine 
owne. 

I will doe him ſo much right as to give 
you a view of all his ſtrength, not in one 
place onely , bur in every place where 
he ſpeaks any thing argumentatively to 
this Queſtion, that nothing may goe un- 
anſwered.

This is a Fallacy which we call Falla- 
ja conſequentis, which is when one thinks 
conſequencies or propolitions are con- 
yertible, and reciprocall when they are 
not. 'Tis true, ſuch as were Prophets did 
ſpeake to edification, &c. But it tollowes 
not that if men ſpeake to edification, they 
are therefore Prophets. This is az it one 
ſhould argue thus, If it rained but now, 
the ground is wet; therfore if the ground 
be wet, it rained but now: a meer 707 
ſequitur, for the ground may be wet {ome 
other way then by raine. Even fo he be- 
cauſe the Prophets did ſpeak to edihca- 
tion, he thinks he may conclude that it 
men ſpeak to edification they are Pro- 
phets, and fo prephecy is ordinary , be-

ſent. *Tis true, the Prophets often ſpake 
of things to come, but not alwayes, and 
therefore they were not from thence cal- 
led Prophers. I ſhall make this yet more 
plaine to you by giving you forth a def- 
nition of Prophecy, that you may know 
what it is, and whence *cis that men are 
called Prophets.

Obſerve, that in this «hole Chap- 
ter there are no gitts ſpoken of, but ſuch 
as are extraordinary, as ſpeaking in 
ſtrange languages, and interpretation of 
tongues, both which all ackno:vledge to 
be extraordinary : as for the firſt| ſtrange 
languages | they were uſed three wayes; 
in preaching, praying, and finging ; all 
theſe extraordinary,and the Apoſtle puts 
in Prophecying among theſe, and dif- 
courſes of all promiſcuouſly, as gifts of 
the ſame kind, only differing in degrees 
of excellency, and yer ſhall we conceive 
that Prophecying is ordinary, when all. 
the reſt that are intermixed in diſcourſe 
with it, are extraordinary? ſure "tis 
very unlikely, 

Another paralel place is Epheſ. 4. 11. 
where we find Prophets are {ct betweene 
two extraordinary officers, Apoſtles and 
Evangeliſts, He gave ſome Apoſtles, ſome 
Prophets, ſome Evangeliſts, &c. Are Apo- 
files and Evangeliſts ex: raordinary ? and 
yet Prophets ( placed in order betweene 
them ) ordinary ? he muſt be a very eafie 
and tratible ſoul that can belceve it, 
But to this he anſwers ſomewhat, page 
$I. and $4, And whacis it > Why, leaſt

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' yor ſhouldithink that Prophets were ex- 
traordinary, becaufe joyned with: Ape 
files that were ſo; he fayes, that Apoſtles 
were not extraordinary neither ( As for 
Evongeliſts, he ha's nothing: to Tay ta 
them. ) Ak alas! what is it that this 
man will not fay to help: a bad cauſe?

4poſtles (ſayes he ) figniftes men 
ſent. O protound reaſoning! Therefore 
all that are fent are Apoſtles. And why 
may notl1 ſay as well aſyma, Angels fig- 


nifics Meſſengers. There all Meſſengers | 


are Angels. The Prophets of old were 
called 087 which fgnihes Seers,or men 
ſeeing. Therefore all that ſee are Pro- 
phets. I confeſle this way they may be all 
Prophets, it they have not loſt their eyes. 
Bur if any man ſhould argue thus, would 
you not laugh athim ? Would you not 
an{wer him ? true,a]] that Seeas the Pro- 
phets did, Divine and extraordinary Vi- 
ſions, are indeed Prophers. Why ſo ? pray 
anſwer this man, that all that are Sent as 
the Apoſtles were, by extraordinary re- 
velations,and by an immediate call from 
God, ard are guided to ſpeak infallibly, 
as 
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and ſuch I hope will be acknowledged to 
be extraordinary perſons, by all that are 
not extcaordinary ſtupid. 

But he ſayes, Apoſtles are men ſent to ga- 
ther Churches, -or to-gather Saints, as his 
words are: why then, all that are ſent

he ſay of the ſeventy Diſciples, the 
ſcattered Brethren, were not they ſent to 
gather Saints? Or were they therefore 
al-Apoftles ? 11 am-ſure he argues very 
Rifly, page 70. That they werenot Apo- 
ftles. Ah what confution is here? they 
were Apoſtles, and they werenot Apo- 
les: anything for a ſhift. 

I would not fo particularly diſcover 
his weakneſſe, and abſurdity, butthat he 
deceives many -with- the opinion of much 
knowledge, when alas you may ſee he 
appears as very an JIgnoramus, as. ever, [ 
think, was read in print. 

My ſecond Reaſon is, becauſe this 
word Prophet ha's been alwayes uſed to 
lignifie a perſon extravrdinarily.inſpired 
by God, when taken in a good ſence : and 
to ſfignifica Diviner,or a man of a familiar 
ſpirit, when-taken in a bad ſence. 1

Now if all theſe Prophets (C which are 
more then we read of in all the New Te- 
ſtament belide ) were extraordinarily ins 
Ypired, and there be no reaſon in Scrip- 
ture why we ſhould queſtion the like of 
the reſt; 1 hope we may conclude that 
Prophets even in the Goſpel dayes, were 
extraordinary alſo; and by gonſcquence, 
that thoſe in 1 Cor. 14. Epheſ, 4. 11. were 
not ordinary, but ſuch as the reſi before 
mentioned, 
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Will any man ( unlefſe one that hath 
proftiruted his ſonal to Novelcy) preſume 
to interpret a Scripture expreſſion in one 
or two places diverſ{ly, from the conftant 
acception of rhe ſame in all other places 
of Scripture where it is uſed, without a- 
ny forcible reaſon? I beleive this conſe- 
quence will hold, and appeare neceſſary. 
Prophet is conſtantly uſed in Scripture, to 
nifie one extraordinarily inſpired and 
gifted to teach; and there is no good 
reaſon why ic may not fignife the ſame 
in x Cor. 14. Epheſ. 4. 11. &c. Therefore 
it ſignifies one extraordinarily inſpired 
in thoſe places alſo, 

That the word Prophet is conſtantly 
uſcd in Scripture to fignifie one extra- 
ordinarily inſpired , &c. 1 proved even 
now. 

Whether any good reaſon be given 
why it ſhould not tgnifie ſo in 1 Cor. 14, 
&c, as well as in other places, you 
may judge by my anſwer to his reaſons 
before; if not, then you eaſily find the 
conſequence that will follow, viz. That 
the word Prophet as uſed in 1 Cor. 14. 
&c. doth fignifie one extraordinarily in- 
ſpired to teach, not an ordinarily gifted 
brother, as the P. G. Routed would have

Scripture is ſufficient to diſcover its 
owne ſence to all men diligently impro- 

K 2  ving 
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ving the outward helps afforded by God 
( though a ſanAified and ſaving knows 
ledge of the ſame, be communicated to 
none but through the Spiric ) otherwiſe 
Scripture were no perte& rule, yea.in- 
deed no ruleacall: For what is a Book 
or Writing, without its meaning ? *Tis 
not the words 'or expreſſions, but the 
ſence of Scripture that is mans rule : if 
that be not vilible, we have no yiſble 
rule, yea and it the Scriptures be given 
out in ſuch rermes and expreſlions, as do 
not diſcover their owne meaning, what 
are they ? or of what uſe ? Belides, if chey 
doe not declare their owne meaning, but 
every one muſt fetch it from an immedi- 
ate work of the ſpirit, what were this but 
to mzke the Scripture a Noſe of Wax (as 
the Papilts tpeake ) pliable to any 
ſence that the darknefſe and vanity of 
mens minds will put upon it ? 

Surely, he that denies a ſuthciency in 
Scripture to clear its owne meaning to 
one that utcs the outward means to that 
end ajforded, detiics Scripture to be any 
rule at aj]. 

But to make this plaine, ſuppoſe a 
Qucſtion ariſe about the ſence or mean* 
ing ofa particular Text; one ſaycs this 
Is tie meaning, another that : which = 
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will you go to decide the controverſie ? 
Will you goe to the revelation of the Spi- 
rit.in you? Or tothe letcer of Scripture, 
arguing from the proper iignification 
and uſe of ſuch words and expreflions, as 
arc in the Text diſputed of ? If you have 
recourfe to the ſuppoſed revelation of 
the Spirit of Chriſt in you, why then the 
Scripture is not your rule: and how will 
you follow the Apoſtles advice, which is 
Totry the ſpirits, &c ? If you have recourſe 
to tke letter of Scripture, and argue from 
it, then Scripture ha's ſufficient in it to 
make our its owne ſence. 

Scripture, "cis true, conteins in ic an 
heavenly myſtery, that i bid from the wiſe 
ard prudent, But what is the reaſon "cis 
hid? Payl will tell you in 2 Cor. 4. 3, 4. 
If our Goſpel be hid, "tis bid to them that are 
bft. In whom the God of this world hath 
blinded the minds of them which beleeve not, 
&, Mark the ground of this, that the 
Goſpel is bid, is becauſe they are blinded 
through unbeliefe, The Devil ruling in na- 
tural} men by fin and corruption, dottt 
hinder them from giving hearty welcome 
unto the Truth. Queſtionleſſe the mott 
of thoſe that heard Pauls Preaching,xnew 
what he meant in his Sermons : and yer 
the Goſpel was hid to many of them: 
3 how 
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how ſo ? why, they beleeved not : Theirþur 
underitandings and afte&ions did notWwer 


clotc in with thoſe heavenly myfteries 0

Gods love which he did diſcover, fo az|pee 
to afſent unto the reality of what waz| I 
Taught, and to love, and delight in thejScr1 


ſame. Thc Goſpel is as a ſealed Book to 
natural] men, becauſe of the corruption 
that is in the heart, and in the mind, 
from whence ir comes to paſſe that they 
cannot ſee the reality, beauty, and good 
neſſe of Scripture diſcoveries; *tis not 
becauſe there is not plainnefſe enough in 
Scriptureexpreſlions, or becauſe the Mi- 
niſters of the Goſpel do nor ſpeak plaine 
enough when they Preach Chriſtto them, 
but becauſe through corruption their 
minds are averſe from aſſcnting to, and 
cloing with the Truth. 

Now you muſt know that the work of 
the Spirit is to heale the underſtanding, 
and to ſan&ihe and change the heart, and 
ro make ir pliable ro the Truth ; yea,and 
ro ſtir up the whole man withall, unto 
more diligent uſe of meanes of know- 
ledge : Thus the Spirit of Chriſt brings 
in truth unto the ſoul, and that ſoas it 
dwells and becomes fruitful in the heart, 
snd in the converſation. This is a ſtep

But this no way oppoſes the 
expediency and necdfullnefſe of out- 
ward helps, tobring men to the know- 
ledge of truth, which is that I plead for. 
The Spirit is pleaſed to make ule of them, 
not that it ſelfe needs them, but becauſe 
we need them, 

The Spiric can communicate truth to 
ſouls wichour reading, hearing, medica- 
tion, &c. and yet ſeing the Lord hath de- 
clared that he hath appointed theſe as the 
mean*s that he will onely ( in an ordi- 
nary way ) mace effe&tuill to the en- 


our 
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lightning of the ſoul ;, I hope'cis no di(| 


honour te the Spirit of truth to ſay, that 
without theſe men cannot come to the 
knowledge of the Truth. Even fo, the 
Spirit can by Extaticall Revelations, or an 
immediate inſpiration, give in truth unto 
the Preachers of the Goſpel now, as he 
did to the Prophets, and Pen-men of 
Scripture of old ; but becauſe ( as ha' 
been proved in confatation of the fourth 
Errour ) God does not now reveal bim- 
ſelfe to any after that manner, the Scrip- 
ture rute being perfetted; I hope it take: 
nothing trom the honour of the Spirit 
to ſay, that the outward help of Learn- 
ing, &c. is expedient, and needfull for a 
Miniſter of the Goſpel ; and that Scrip- 
tvre cannot be well opened and cleared 
withour lt, 

Alas! theſe men are miſtaken of the 
work of the Spirit, one part of which is 
(as 1 hinted before ) to ſtir up ſouls un- 
roa faithtull.diligent uſe of the outward 
means afforded for to lead them unto the 
knowledge of his mind in the word, The 
work of the Spirit is to ſtir up private 
Chriſtians to make uſe of the means they 
have, as Reading, Hearing, &c. And to

Jeſus Chriſt in this great work of the Mi- 
niſtry, all that knowledge both divine 
and hamane, which they can attain unto. 
Not, as theſe men would have ir, ro caſt 
away as uſclefle all outward helps, and 
fir ill, waiting when knowledge will 
drop into their mouths, without any 
uſe of means. | 

But you may ſmell what theſe men 
drive at. 

I. They are loath that any ſort of 
men ſhould be thought to have any thing 
more then themſelves. 

2. They would faine have their owne

ſe]te, who pretends to more gitts of the

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Spirit then ordinary : If he can diſpute 
no better then he writes,T undertake that 
the meaneft of the Romiſh Emiffaries will 
eaſily argue him out of all his Religion. 

2, How evident is it to every mans 
experience, that there are thouſands of 
precious ſoules that have the truth ſo 
deeply engraven upon their hearts, that 
all the powers of darknefſe cannot take 
it from them; and yet are notable to 
maintaine it in diſpute againft cunning 
oppoſers. Of which number was that 
Martyr that ſaid, I can die for Chriſt, though 
I cannot diſpute for him. 

But let this ſuffice you in ſhort as a 
defence of Humane Learning ſo much 
{lighted. 

I confefle *cis but a very ſmall portion 
of it ( in compariſon of many of my 
Brethren ) that I everattained to, being 
ſoon taken off from the Univerſity, by 
the breaking forth of our Civil Wars. 
But as for that lirtle which I have, I may 
ſay of it as Luther did of his skill in the 
Hebrew Language, I would not change it 
for all the riches in the World. Neicher in- 
deed ſhould 1 know what to doe in the 
Miniftry without it. Though withall 1 
muſt profefſe too that God ha's been ve- 
ry gracious to me { 1 mult ſpeak it to his 
praiſe)

praiſe) in bleſſing mine endeavours ve- 
ry much upon the lictle ſtock I have. 
Unto which bleſſing eſpecially, I muſt 
attribute that ſufficiency I have unto my 
Minifteriall duties. 

'Tis ſaid, Learning ha's never any adver- 


fary to withſtand it,but Ignorance : I haye 


ſo much learning as makes me ſee the 
worth and uſefullnefſe of Learning. And 
truly my cxperience of the ſame enforces 
me to ſpeak upon this ſubje&( among o- 
ther things ) which I know the ſquea- 
miſh ſtomacks of many will not reliſh 
very well : However [ ſhall take comfort 
in this, that I have done my duty.

His lies in theend of his Book, and
